I . (Currently Amended) A method for eliminating a target cell or antigen from the 
circulatory system of a subject comprising, administering to the subject a complex comprising 
monomelic IgA or a portion thereof that binds to FcocRI, linked to an agent a s e cond portion 
which specifically binds the target cell or antigen , wherein monomelic IgA and the agent are 
linked by chemical conjugation or recombinant genetic fusion.

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the agent s e cond portion 
of tho complex comprises an antibody or an antibody fragment thereof which opocifically binds 
th e targ e t c e ll or antig e n . 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the target cell is a cancer cell. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the target antigen is selected from the 
group consisting of a bacteria, a virus, and a fungus. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of administering to 
the subject a cytokine which increases expression of FcaRI on Kupffer cells. 

10. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein the cytokine is selected from the 
group consisting of GM-CSF, IL-6, IL-lp, IL-8, and TNF-a. 

II. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the complex is administered by 
injection. 
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12. (Original) The method of claim 11, wherein the complex is administered 
intravenously.

25. (New) A method for eliminating a target cell or antigen from the circulatory 
system of a subject comprising, administering to the subject a complex comprising monomeric 
IgA, linked to an agent which specifically binds the target cell or antigen. 

26. (New) A method for eliminating a target cell or antigen from the circulatory 
system of a subject comprising administering to the subject a complex comprising monomeric 
IgA or a portion thereof that binds to FcaRI, linked to a non-FcaRI binding agent which 
specifically binds the target cell or antigen. 

27. (New) The method of claim 26, wherein the agent comprises an antibody or an 
antibody fragment thereof. 

28. (New) The method of claim 26, wherein the target cell is a cancer cell. 

29. (New) The method of claim 26, wherein the target antigen is selected from the 
group consisting of a bacteria, a virus, and a fungus. 

30. (New) The method of claim 26, further comprising the step of administering to 
the subject a cytokine which increases expression of FcctRI on Kupffer cells. 

31. (New) The method of claim 30, wherein the cytokine is selected from the group 
consisting of GM-CSF, IL-6, IL-lp, IL-8, and TNF-a. 

32. (New) The method of claim 26, wherein the complex is administered by 
injection. 
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33. (New) The method of claim 32, wherein the complex is administered 
intravenously. 
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
